dicate the conserv atism of primitiv e peo­ 
ples. 
By way of Easter Island this ty pe 
read ied Central America and was u sed by 
tiie ancient and my steriou s May as. 
Also 
ship bu ilding in ancient China was after 
this pattern. 
Thi. v ery interesting theory of cou rse 
does not assu me that the Egy ptians the m ­ 
selv es v isited su ch distant regions. 
Bu t 
their ty pe of v e.ssel ex tended thu s, by in­ 
tercou rse, and took with it the germs of 
civ ilization- 
The whole scheme of cu l­ 
tu ral ex tension sou nds v ery plau sible, al­ 
thou gh independent dev elopments along 
similar lines might hav e been possible in 
different regions. 
The location of a cu l­ 
tu ral center on the bank s of the Nile and 
the carry ing of germs of civ ilization east 
and west and north and sou th by maritime 
activ ity is a new idea as to the rise of hu ­ 
man progress which deserv es more than 
passing attention.

It the pu blic is to be protected against 
careless or inex perienced driv ers, radical 
changes mu st be m a d e— not in all grade 
crossings of railroads which wou ld bu rden 
tax pay ers and at best prev ent only a small 
portion of the accidents— bu t in the issu ­ 
ance of licenses, policing practices and the 
driv ing on highMx ay s. 
The sou rces of d a n­ 
ger is the driv er, not the grade crossings. 
Drastic penalties shou ld be attached to 
the offense of driv ing an au tomobile \v hile 
intox icated, failing to giv e or obey traf­ 
fic signals, driv ing at night withou t proper 
headlights, 
driv ing 
at ex cessiv e 
speed. 
Forfeitu re of license and jail penalties are 
none too sev ere M’here the transgression 
resu lts in av oidable accidents. 
The National Bu reau of Casu alty and 
Su rety I nderwriters is carry ing on an ag­ 
gressiv e campaign

driv ers in its effort to redu ce accidents. 
Its companies ev en refu se to insu re k nown 
careless or reck less driv ers, for with in­ 
su rance su ch driv ers feel tha t all necessity 
for carefu lness on their part has been re­ 
mov ed, and tha t death or inju ry which 
they inflict Av ill be “ cov ered by insu r­ 
ance.”

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BIRD BUTCHERS UNPOPULAR 
In ma ny of the northern papers one 
notes ea rnest protests a ga inst the violation 
of the ga me and bird laws. 
There are 
ma ny viola tions of these la ws, it is said, 
the chief trouble being due to foreigners 
who go out and sla ughter small birds like 
robins, flickers, ja y s, catbirds, etc. 
Any ­ 
thing in fea thers is considered fair ga me 
by these pot-hunters. 
The cha nces are tha t the notice given in 
the northern pa pers to these violations is 
rea lly not as a la rming a sy mptom of the 
situation as one would suppose. One finds 
so ma ny protests a ga inst this sort of thing 
tha t one might suppose this bird-slaughter 
wa s ta king pla ce on a tremendous scale. 
The fa ct probably is tha t there is less of 
this bird-butchery in the north now than 
ever before but tha t we hea r more about 
it now beca use protest a ga inst it is much 
wider and more earnest than it used to be. 
More people are now interested in the en­ 
forcement of the bird la ws than ever be­ 
fore, fn d consequently violations of the 
la ws arouse more widesprea d indignation- 
Certainly this is true of Missouri. 
We 
are not y et all tha t w’e ought to be in this 
respect, but there has certainly been a vast 
improvement in the past deca de and a 
most gra tify ing growth of public senti­ 
ment in fa vor of bird protection. 
People 
w’ho kill song birds and insectivorous birds 
are pretty sure to hea r wmrm words of dis- 
a pproval from their neighbors.

THE MOST DANGEROUS SPEED 
“ Nineteen miles per hour is the most 
da ngerous speed at which a motorist may

NEW YORK, J uly 23.— Pla ns for, 
the g reat Loree railroad merg er in i 
the southwest, combining the Ka n­ 
sa s City Southern. Missouri. Ka nsa s 
and Tex a s and St. Louis-Southwest­ 
ern systems, were completed at a ' 
meeting of the Ka nsa s City South 
ern directors today. An early appli­ 
cation 
will he ma de to the inter­ 
sta te commerce commission to ap­ 
prove the consolidation. 
The Ka nsa s City Southern direc­ 
tors 
approved 
the 
plan. 
Directors 
of the other roads previously had 
taken action. 
The merger, which ha s been in 
the iu'ocess of formation for more 
than a year will unite rallw’ays with 
total a ssets of a pprox ima tely $600,- 
i 000,000 and a combined traction of 
more than six thousand miles. 
B. F. Foree. cha irma n of the Kan 
sa s City Southern, laid the founda­ 
tion 
for 
the 
new 
system 
in 
the 
spring of 19 2.6 when he negotiated 
the purcha se of a large stock inter­ 
est in the ‘‘Ka ty” railroad, suffic­ 
ient to g iv e the Ka nsa s City South­ 
ern w'orking control. 
The 
fra mework

was rounded out last fall when the 
sa me interests acquired control of 
the “ Cotton Belt” from 
the Rock- 
Island 
after 
that 
road

Cold Canned Berries 


A very old fashioned way of 
preserving s tra w b e rri« « and 
raspberries is without cook ing, 
the amount of sugar used be­ 
ing sufhcieni to preserve the 
berries. T he berries prepared
